BEING POLLED ON 
CLOSING FOR WEEK 
BEGINNING OCT. 


Purpose Would Be to 
Protest Against Roll- 
back — Meeting Turns 
Down’ Proposal to Bar 
Meat From Menus. 


A poll to determine whether St. 
Louis restaurants shall close for 
one week, beginning Oct. 9, in pro- 
test against the OPA order rolling’ 
back prices on meat dishes got 
under way today. 

It was being conducted by the 
St. Louis Restaurant Association, 
which represents 426 eating 
places, but which is seeking the 
views of all 1100 restaurant oper- 
ators in the St. Louis area on this 
question. 

A war veteran who said he had 
learned “the power of hunger” 
during two years in a German 
prison camp ryroposed the one- 
week closing at a meeting of the 
restaurant association at Hotel 
Melbourne last night. E. A. Cas- 


simatis, who served with the 
Eighth Air Force, and who now 
operates the Missouri Grill, 701 
North Twelfth street, said that 
customers would demand price re- 
lief for restaurants if the plight 
of operators were brought forcibly 
to their attention. 

B. M. Franks, executive secre- 
tary of the association, spoke 
against the proposal. It would be 
impossible to get all restaurants 
to close, and even if that were 
accomplished, it would result in 
“a lot of publicity and no price 
relief,” he contended. 

Crowd Evenly Divided. 

About 100 members attended the 
meeting. A standing vote on how 
many would close their establish- 
ments if asked to do so showed 
the audience divided about equally 
on the question. Closing would be 
a voluntary matter, and results of 
the postcard poll will be discussed 
at another meeting before final. 
action is taken. 

A pioposal to remove all meat 
dishes from menus was decisively 
defeated, but members voted to 
seek customers’ signatures on pre- 
pared letters urging Congressmen 
to provide price relief. 

A suggestion that restaurant op- 
erators deluge Dean McNeal, OPA 
official in charge of restaurant 
price control here, with telephone 
calls of protést was made, but was 
not brought to a vote. 

Filing of a suit to enjoin the 
OPA from enforcing its rallback 
erder, which previously had been 
suggested, was not brought up last 
night, the association having de- 
cided to await outcome of a simi- 
lar court action at Wichita, Kan. 
Restaurant operators contend that 
the order, which restores June 30 
prices based on April 1943 levels, 
ignores increased costs of meat 
and labor. 

Debate on Closing Plan. 

Jack Rohan, who operates a 
dining room in conjunction with 
a bowling alley at 6000 Natural 
Bridge avenue, said he had 
closed the restaurant last Sun- 
day, notifying cunsumers he

HOUSE LEADER McCORMACK 
URGES MEAT CONTROL RECESS 


Wires Porter Suspension for 60 Days Is 
‘Absolutely Necessary’ for Hospitals 
and Citizens. 


BOSTON, Sept. 25 (AP)—House 
Majority Leader John W. McCor- 
mack today called for suspension 
of price controls on meat and 
other scarce foods for 60 days. 

The Massachusetts Democrat, 
who has spearheaded some of the 
most important administration 
measures in Congress, telegraphed 
OPA Administrator Paul A. Por- 
ter: 

“Price control on meat and 
scarce food products should be 
suspended 60 days. This is ab- 
solutely necessary if our hospitals 
and our citizens are to have suf- 
ficient meat and food supplies.” 

McCormack hinted that he 
could possibly count on President 
Truman’s support, explaining to 


reporters that he had discussed 
the matter with the Chief Execu- 
tive and other Administration of- 
ficials in Washington. 

The suspension, McCormack 
said, would give the Decontrol 
Board opportunity to study costs 
and check on the propriety of 
prices all along the line. Price 
controls,’ he said, could be re 
stored then, if found necessary: 

McCormack said that cattle 
were plentiful but that owners 
refuse to send them into market 
at the present pegged prices, He 
issued his statement within a few 
hours after Gov. Maurice J. Tobin 
(Dem.), Massachusetts had called 
on the Federal Government to 
seize slaughter houses and buy up 


meat for distribution.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Sept. 25 
(AP)—Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson says that in general the 
time of price increases for farm 


produce under the new price con- 
tro. law is behind us. 


The present ceilings, he said in 
a nation-wide broadcast last night, 
are sufficient to stimulate produc- 
tion. 

He emphasized that the main- 
tenance of ceilings helps to guard 
against a future meat famine by 
discouraging the marketing of 
immature and light-weight stock. 
Anderson did not comment di- 
rectly on plans of the meat indus- 
try to petition him for removal of 
price control or on the reports 
that farmers were holding their 
produce in hope of higher prices. 
He expressed the view, however, 
that shrinkage of livestock mar- 
ketings shoyld bring praise for 
the farmers who have ended the 
run of unfattened animals that 
came during the price control 
lapse in July and August. 

“It is in the interest of the 
American public to see markets 
slowed up temporarily and meat 
hard to find while 52,000,000. head 
of cattle and 58,000,000 head of 
hogs convert 160,000,000 tons of 
feed into top-grade beef and pork,” 
he asserted, 

Anderson added that the result 
in meat supplies might not be 
apparent for months, 9 

Discussing farm prices general- 
ly, he said adjustments would be 
held to the minimum required by 
law. As he left the microphone 
he said that new price boosts for 
oils made of cottonseed, soy beans, 
corn and peanuts, and for cotton 
linters—announced as he was 
spedking—“are the last” of the 
adjustments in view now.

Quarantine — America 
to Keep Medical Treat- 


ment Secret.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 25 (AP)— 


Operation Crossroads announced 
today that about 75 ships from 
Bikini, “suspected of being dang 
gerous,” have been quarantined 


until they are made “radiologically 
safe.” 


The ships, part of the Army- 
Navy joint task force that carried 
40,000 men through the Bikini 
tests, are berthed at Pearl Harbor 
and at the west coast ports of 
San Diego, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Seattle. 


The announcement said an un- 
expected “radioactive residue” was 
found in the salt water lines and 
condensers of some of the return- 
ing vessels when they underwent 
a precautionary check. 

“We have not had any casualties 
from radioactivity during Opera- 
tion Crossroads and we most cer- 
tainly are not going to take any 
chances now,” said Capt. George 
M. Lyon, task force safety officer. 

“This largely unforeseen result 
of the atomic bomb burst,” he 
added, “is another example of the 
great value of these tests to our 
country and to the armed forces. 

“Without these tests much valu- 
able information of this type might 
have gone undiscovered until actu- 
al casualties occurred, very possi- 
bly in some. peacetime develop- 
ment in the use of atomic energy.” 

The announcement said there 
was no danger to anyone not work- 
ing on the ships, nor were har- 
bors or docking facilities affected. 
All repair or maintenance work 
on the vessels has been suspended 


until radiologica] experts can car-|- 


ry out decontamination work. 

None of the quarantined ships 
was in the target area when the 
test bombs exploded, 

Some ships that had left Bikini 
for the Orient were diverted to 
Guam when it was discovered that 
radioactivity danger existed from 
every ship that entered Bikini 
lagoon after the second atom bomb 
explosion on July 25. 

In all, 100 ships were involved 
but about 25 with the least amount 
of radiation were declared safe.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25—Mari- 
time Commission figures purport- 
ing to show estimated profits of 
the California Shipbuilding Corp. 
were denounced by the president 
of the corporation today as “de- 
liberately misleading,” because 
they were stated before deduc- 
tions for non-reimbursable expen- 


ditures, taxes or renegotiation. 

John A. McCone, president of 
the firm which operated a Gov- 
ernment-owned shipyard in Los 
Angeles harbér, told the House 
Merchant Marine Committee its 
earnings for five wartime years 
were $8,842,704, not $44,423,014 as 
stated by the Maritime Commis- 
sion in a report submitted to the 
committee when it opened hear- 
ings Monday into profits of ship- 
builders. 

Instead of the $600,000 reported 
by the Maritime Commission. as 
the invested capital of California 
shipbuilding, McCone said, the in- 
vestment was more than $7,000,- 
000 


“IT think,” he added, “that if 
any certified public accountant 
had made a report such as was 
submitted to this committee he 
would be barred from practice in 
every state in the country.” 

Kaiser Leaves Stand. 

McCone .took the witness chair 
after the committee had excused 
Henry J. Kaiser, wartime wizard 
of the shipyards, whom it had 
questioned for more than. two 
days. Kaiser, too, had challenged 
the accuracy of the Maritime 
Commission report, and on‘ the 
same grounds as those used by 
McCone. 

A farting shot which Kaiser 
left with the committee was that 
he was “wholly in accord” with 
the suggestion made by a mem- 
ber, that war producers . ought 
not to profit from war.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 
—Germany appears today to pose 
the acid test for Prime Minister 
Stalin’s profession that co-opera-- 
tion between the Western powers 
and Russia is possible, 

Diplomatic authorities say that 
insofar as Stalin's latest state- 
ment foreshadows a determined 
Soviet effort to get along with the 
Western powers, the key issue 
this fall is certain to be the future 
of the German nation.. 

With —r other problems now 
under attack at the Paris peace 
conference, the foreign ministers 
of the United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia and France are tentatively 
scheduled to get to the German 
issue in a new four-power meeting 
soon after the Paris sessions wind 


up. 

Two Fields of Endeavor. 
Even before that there are at 
least two ways, according to 
American authorities,. in which 
the Russians might find an op- 
portunity to go along toward 
achieving what Stalin calls “the 
demilitarization and democratiza- 
tion of Germany.” 

One of these is the American 
plan—thus far accepted only by 
the British—for handling Ger- 
many as an economic unit. 

The other wears directly on the 
demilitarization question and 
arises from the fact that Ameri- 
can officers have numerous re- 
ports that the Russians are 
operating a variety of armament 
factories in their zone of Ger- 


many. 

Some officials suggested that if 
the Russians really want an early 
solution of the German problem 
they could begin at once hy join- 
ing in the British-American 
economic agreement and also 
start eliminating war industri 
in Eastern Germany. 
The critical nature of the Ger- 
man problem already has been 
dramatized in speeches by Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov, American Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes and Winston

Hence, Soviet leaders may feel 
they have overplayed their hand 
in drumming into their own peo- 
ple the idea that they live in a 
world beset by capi tic antag- 
onists. . 

In this respect, Stalin’s com- 
ment that Communism and cap- 
italism can live together may have 
been designed to ease internal ten- 
sions and hold out to the Russian 
people a greater prospect of long- 
term peace. 

There is virtually no support 
here for a British view that the 
Stalin statement might indicate 
preparations for some sort of new 
“get tough” policy toward the 
United States. 

American officials tend to mini- 
mize the importance of Stalin’s 
assertions that he considers with- 
drawal of American troops from 
China as vital to peace and that 
“monopolist possession of the 
atom bomb can not last long.” 

While acknowledging that these

Russian Expansion. 

The rea] reason for fear of war 
is not artificial propaganda, re- 
sponsible people here say. It is the 
obvious danger involved in Rus- 
sia’s continuing attempts to ex- 
pand and America’s and Britain's 
attempts to check the Soviets. 

America and Britain do not 
want to encircle Russia and are 
not trying to do so. 

What they are trying to do is 
to prevent the Soviets from dom- 
inating any substantially larger 
portion of the world than they al- 
ready dominate.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 25

epidemic, Yale University started 
today to inoculate its faculty, 
students and employes with a new 
serum developed by the Army.

Robert Waithman, diplomatic 
correspondent of the News Chron- 
icle (Liberal), wrote that informed 
persons in the British capital be- 
lieved Stalin’s statement “could be 
the first indication of an impor- 
tant change in the direction and 
technique of Soviet policy.” The 
Daily Herald (L&bor) carried the 
headline: “Capitals awaiting next 
Stalin move.” 

Lord Beaverbrodk’s Daily Ex- 
press carried the banner headline: 
“Moscow rejoices over Stalin's ‘no 
war’,” and followed up by quoting 
Henry Wallace in headline type 
that “this brings hope to millions.” 

The Daily Mail (Conservative) 
said the statement was “surpris- 
ing because it constitutes the 
first conciliatory approach to the 
west by any Russian statesman 
for many months.” 

The Daily Graphic said “we note 
with satisfaction” Stalin’s rejec- 
tion of suspicions of a capitalistic 
encirclement of Russia. 

In Moscow, the public reaction 
was reflected in the comment of a 
housewife who said she had been 
alarmed by the talk of a new 
war, “but now I am not going to 
worry about a new war. Stalin 
had said there is no real danger.” 

One facet of the Stalin remarks 
‘was a comment by the Soviet 
monitor in London that the Rus- 
sian Prime Minister might have 
been misquoted by his own trans- 
lators—a sharp illustration of the 
language barrier.

A retail store operated in 
connection with his packing plant 
sold out its full stock of 2500 
pounds of veal at noon today to 
a block-long line of customers, 
who began waiting at 3 a. m.

The power strike sprang from 
a contract dispute between the 
union and light company. The 
union, among a number of de- 
mands, asked for a 20 per cent 
wage boost. This, the union said, 
would increase the present aver- 
age base pay from $1.18 to about 
$1.41 an hour. 

It was Pittsburgh’s third power 
strike in little more than seven 
months. The current walkout is 
the longest of all three, the first 
last February having lasted 19 
hours and the second (Sept, 10) 
one hour. 

Court Hearings.

Mrs. Caroline Simon Addresses | Urb an 
League Conference—Messages From 


Truman, 


Einstein. 


The New York fair employment 
practices law, adopted last year, 
is readily complied with by em- 
ployers as soon as they under- 
stand its provisions, Mrs. Caroline 
K, Simon, only woman member of 
the New York State Commission 
Against Discrimination, said in 
St. Louis today. 

Mrs. Simon spoke in a sym- 
posium on “The Community at 
Work in Combating Job Discrim- 
ination” at the opening session of 
the National Urban League <n- 
nual conference at Kiel Auditori- 
um. Sessions, devoted to discus- 
sions directed toward improving 
inter-racial relationship, will con- 
tinue through Saturday. 

“To date we have never had to 
bring a case of violation to the 
courts,” declared Mrs. Simon, 
whose organization is charged 
with enforcement of the new law, 
known as the Anti-Discrimination 
Act. 

“Conciliation and persuasion 
have been used to great effect. 
Goals of the law are that there 
be no discrimination in employ- 
ment because of race, creed, color 
or national origin, and that every 
employe have a right to a fair 
judgment based on his ability. 
Democracy is indeed an empty 
word unless it means free recog- 
nition of ability, native and ac- 
quired, of black man and white 
man.” 

Truman’s Message. 

President Truman, in a message 
read at the opening session, de- 
clared that it was “an obligation 
of government to see that the 
civil rights of every citizen are 
fully and equally protected.” 

The President’s Text. 

The text of the President’s let- 
ter follows:

“It is fitting that the Urban 
League should open its first post- 
war conference on the 157th an- 
nive of the proposal of the 
Bill of Rights by the First Con- 
gress of the United States on Sept. 
25, 1789. 

“Since its founding, the Ameri- 
can Government has been guided 
by the sacred guarantees of the 
Bill of Rights. It was to preserve 
these rights that this nation 
waged with unprecedented effort 
the long war just endéd. To give 
the Bill of Rights its full mean- 
ing, we must work to preserve the 
same rights at home that we 
fought for so successfully abroad, 

“This country must maintain a 
position of leadership in conveying 
the ideals of human rights to the 
peoples of the whole world. We 
cannot successfully exert that 
leadership unless we demonstrate 
our will and our ability to uphold 
our own ideals of human rights 
in our own country. 


“It is an obligation of govern- 
ment to see that the civil rights 
of every citizen are fully and 
equally protected. If the civil 
rights of even one citizen are 
abused, government has failed to 
discharge one of its primary re- 
sponsibilities. We, as a people, 
must not, and I say to you we 
shall. not, remain indifferent in 
the face of acts of intimidation 
and violence in our American 
communities. We must, however, 
go beyond the mere checking of 
such intimidation and véolence, 
and work actively for an enduring 
understanding and co-operation 
among citizens of all] religious and 
racial backgrounds. 


“I wish you every success in 
your present deliberations and fu- 
ture activities.” 


Einstein Message, 


Prof. Albert Einstein, noted] 


scientist, voiced similar sentiments 


in a message sent to the confer- 
ence. “The worst disease under 
which the society of our nation 
suffers is, in my opinion, the treat- 
ment of the Negro,” he asserted. 


“Everyone who is not used from 
childhood to this injustice suffers 
from the mere observation. Every- 
one who freshly learns of this 
state of affairs at a maturer age 
feels not only the injustice but the 
scorn of the principle of the 
Fathers who founded the United 
States that ‘all men are created 
equal.’ He feels that this state of 
affairs is unsound in a country 
which in many other things is 
justly proud of a high degree of 
development.”

“They descend from ancestors 
who, as a protection against the 
destructive action of the radia- 
tion of the tropical sun gained 
a more strongly pigmented skin 
than those whose ancestors lived 
in countries farther from. the 
equator,” he said, “One can 
hardly believe that a reasonable 
man can cling so tenaciously to 
such prejudice, and there is sure 
to come a time in which school 
children in their history lessons 
will laugh about the fact that 
something like this did once 
exist. 


“Today, however, this prejudice 
is still alive and powerful. The 
fight against it is difficult as is 
the fight on every issue in which 
the enemy has _ thoughtlessness 
and a fatal tradition on its side. 
What is to be done? 

“There is a sound feeling of 
justice in the people: If we suc- 
ceed to put this feeling to the 
service of our cause, then the 
goal will be achieved, First, we 
must make every effort that the 
past injustice, violence and eco- 
nomic discrimination will be 
made known to the people, the 
taboo, the ‘let’s-not-talk-about-it’ 
must be broken: It must be point- 
ed out time and again that the 
exclusion of a large part of the 
colored population from active 
civil rights by the common prac- 
tices is a slap in the face of the 
Constitution of the nation.”

Since last July, the 10-member 
. black market squad from the of- 
' fice of Internal Revenue Collec- 
tor James P, Finnegan has brought 
about collection of more than $6,- 
| 000,000 from the concealed profits 
of small business concerns, and 
from previously unreported income 
of persons receiving tips from the 
public. : 

Business concerns whose income 
tax returns have been revised 
\upward include hotels, restaurants, 
jretail grocery, drug and confec- 
itionery stores, taverns and bars. 
‘In their check on the returns of 
these business people, they have 
had the help of invoices from 
wholesale concerns, showing the 
volume of sales to the retailers. 

In the case of taxpayers whose 
income consists largely of gratui- 
ities, the investigators have found 
that the tips, while not consti- 
tuting large incomes, have been 
greater in amount than the tax 
returns have shown. A “net worth 
|questionnaire” has been used in 
this inquiry, with questions show- 
ing the scale on which the per- 
son lives. 

In cases where the tax return 
has not been such as to befit the 
‘scale of living, a defiency judg- 
ment is entered. The person then 
can bring evidence as to his ac- 
tual income; the net result of-this 
process has been in many cases to 
increase the tax requirement. 

As the tax-exempt income for 
single persons is $500 a year, and 
for married persons $1000, most 
tip-receiving workers have paid 
some income tax in the past. The 
effort of the investigating squad 
has been to get a more adequate 
report, The squad is a part of 
the body of 90 investigators under 
direction of Charles Hannegan, 
chief of field force.

Melancholy Question. 

| In taking leave of a conferee 
who has, perhaps, more than the 
norma! historical imagination, this 
correspondent was asked a melan- 
choly parting question. It summed 
up the situation jn nine mordant 
words: 

' “How can we make peace and 
prepare for war?” 

The answer is, “You can't.” 
There is only one way to make a 
real peace in these days of the 
new weapons, and that is by 
honest acceptance of true world 
organization by all major powers. 
Nor is the evidence of the plight 
that we are in to be found in Paris 
only. Much better evidence, in- 
deed, is to be discovered by study- 
ing any schoolroom globe. 

The globe shows, primarily, a 
world divided into two increas- 
ingly hostile camps by a semi- 
military frontier. That frontier 
runs from Korea on the Pacific 
to the border of the Soviet zone 
of Germany on the Baltic. On its 
side of the frontier, the Soviet Un- 
jon is using all its vast energies 
to gather its extended empire into 
one iron system, and to make that 
empire strong for war. Meanwhile, 
it is seeking to push back the 
frontier wherever that may seem 

advantageous. And from one end 
ef the frontier to the other, the 
resistance of the Western powers 
to these Soviet trial thrusts has 
produced a series of embittered 
frontier disputes. 
Some of Danger Spots. 

There is one in Korea, between 
the Soviet and American occupy- 
ing forces, There is one in China, 
where the Soviet Union backs the 
Chinese Communists while we sup- 
port the National government. 
There is an obscure one in Chinese 
Turkestan, where the Soviets hope 
that fishing in troubled waters 
will eatch for them the great sup- 
posed resources of uranium and 
thorium in Sinkiang. Ri 

There is one in Iran, where Brit- 
ish and Russians confront each 
other grimly. There is one in Tur- 
key, where the Soviets seek bases 
in the Dardanelles with the real 
purpose of adding the Turkish 
government to their string of 
satellites, There is one in Greece, 
where the brutal and shameless 
regime of the Greek right is 
threatened by the no less brutal 
and shameless Communist regimes 
of Yugoslavia, Albania, and Bul- 
garia.

We feel it is very doubtful that the 
State Legislature has the power to au- 
thorize the Probate Judge of St. Louis 
to commit legal residents of the city of 
St. Louis to institutions outside the city, 
except with the approval of next of kin 
or guardian.

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' Stalin Speaks 


_ Mr, Stalin’s statement that he sees no real 
danger of war may help to relieve the tension 
that now exists; but the Prime Minister could 
havé done far more to that end if he had 
wished. His answer to Reporter Alexander 
Werth’s questions betray a truculence and aloof- 
ness in sharp contrast to the warmth of Anthony 
Eden’s simultaneous utterance. Mr. Eden urged 
the United States and Britain to adopt a “new 
spirit and a new approach” to Russia to allay an 
“imminent threat of war.” 

Mr, Eden is no appeaser. In 1938, as a protest 
against the appeasement policies toward Fascism 
and Nazism then being practiced by Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain, Mr. Eden resigned his post as 


Foreign Minister. Yet, in recognition of the 


high seriousness of the present situation, he 
makes an earnest plea for understanding. He 
declares he sees no reason why Communism and 
capitalism “should not live together in peace if 
both will . . . not back their fancies in every 
other land.” 

_By contrast, in replies to questions which are 
open to suspicion as being stacked in Moscow's 
favor, Stalin spoke as though the present war 
talk is merely the result of a conspiracy “of mili- 
tary-political scouts and their few supporters 
from the ranks of civilian officials.” His blanket 
denial of Soviet ambitions in Germany, in face 
of evidence to the contrary, and his equally flat 
statements on other subjects are not convincing. 

Again in contrast to Mr. Eden, who openly 
and graciously offers a hand of friendship to 
Russia, Premier Stalin cautiously says: “I be- 
lieve in the possibility of friendly relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Great Britain.” 
Note his choice of the word “possibility.” Alto- 
gether; Mr. Stalin missed an opportunity to lay 


aside his suspicions and prejudices and appear 


before the world as a genuine human being, as 
well as the leader of a great state, 
done so, his statement could have gone much 
further than it did in quieting the talk of war. 

There is such a thing, too, as synchronization 
of foreign policy, a matter to which Mr, Truman 
paid tribute, if belatedly, the other day when he 
asked for Mr. Wallace’s resignation. At the 
same time the Stalin statement was released, 
his Ambassador Gromyko at Lake Success, N.Y., 
was delivering a bitter attack upon the United 
States and Britain for keeping their armed 
forces in other countries. 

Mr. Gromyko, of course, had nothing to say 
about the occupation of other countries by So- 
viet troops, for example, in Austria, which Mos- 
cow long ago said was to be given its freedom 
once victory came. 

Only time will tell just how the Stalin state- 
ment should be weighed and assayed. It may 
be that its brusqueness is only the Prime Minis- 
ter’s prideful way of presenting what he truly 
means to be a gesture toward Britain and the 
United States. It may be that the firm policy 
of Secretary Byrnes has finally convinced the 
Kremlin that a major change in party line is in 
order. Not words, but deeds, will tell the story. 

It is to be hoped that Stalin’s words will be 
translated into Russian deeds around the varibus 
council tables and in the trouble spots of the 
world. We think both Great Britain and the 
United States, at the first signs of a true Rus- 
sian desire for fairness and co-operation, will 
meet Moscow fully half-way to avert, in Mr. 


Eden’s words, “another world conflict (which) - 


would involve the final destruction of civiliza- 
tion.”

Straight Talk From Mr. Snyder 

The Administration was showing high order 
of fiscal courage yesterday when, just six weeks 
before the congressional elections, it served 
notice through Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder that there will be no tax reductions “for 
some time.” 

It would have been politically expedient to 
appease the taxpayer with a reduction in his 
rates or at least some hopeful ambiguity about 
the possibility of a reduction. Instead, Mr. 
Snyder said talk of a tax reduction at this 
time would be “pure fantasy, if not plain dema- 
gogy,” and added that “in the present economic 
environment, the Federal Government should 
direct its primary effort .,. toward a balanced 
budget.” 

The fact that the Government will fall nearly 
two billion dollars short of a balanced budget 
this year shows there is no leeway for a reduc- 
tion, and that rigid economics must be effectéd 
if any substantial cut in the national debt is 
to be made next year, 

What thoughtful person ‘wants a tax cut this 
year, anyway, when the only effect would be 
to release more money to be used in bidding up 
prices for the already insufficient supply of 
goods? 

As a result of tax reductions already made, 
taxpayers with a net income of $25,000 a year or 
less will pay a minimum of 12 per cent less 
taxes this year than last. That is relief enough 
for the present. Any candidate who tells the 
voters otherwise is talking buncomhe.

It must be pretty high. Mr. Dayton was asked 
to move out of an expert tax-collecting squad 
on the basis of a letter he didn’t even see. He 
said the letter was written by gangsters and 
their political protectors, and it accused him of 
being drunk on duty, which he denied. Was he 
shown the indictment? Was he given a hearing? 
He was not. He was just told to move. 

This decree came down through an assistant 
of V. Y. Dallman, Collector of Internal Revenue 
who is noted around Springfield, Ill., as a very 
versatile fellow. He is editor of the Springfield 
Register, an influential Democratic leader and a 
Federal official rolled into one. Maybe he has 
a curious combination of adroitness, but how 
does a man get to remain as an editor while he 
collects for a highly responsible job on the Fed- 
eral payroll? 

Anyway, Mr. Dayton attributes his troubles 
to “political pressure from officials high in the 
Democratic party.” And his troubles were 
legion. When he tried to run down the mys- 
terious bankrolls of crooks and thugs and the 
statesmen of the East Side, he found that in- 
come tax records would suddenly disappear from 
the revenue office, that bankers would not co- 
operate and finally, he said, he was virtually 
told to lay off. 

Yet the squad of which Mr. Dayton was a 
member deserved the highest public encourage- 
ment. It retrieved for the Federal Government 
almost $3,000,000 in income tax collections that 
had not been declared by East Side gangsterism 
and politicians. It uncovered vast policy and 
slot machine rackets, which now have caught 
the fancy of the muscle men of the.Capone mob, 
It pinned a million-dollar delinquent tax bill 
on the relatively unknown Nick Kokotovich and 
found that Leo J. Dougherty, St. Clair County 
Democratic chairman, was making $65,000 a year 
although his salary as East St. Louis street com-~- 
missionér was only $4000. 

A mass of prosecutions should have resulted 
from these disclosures. They did not. “Only 
some ‘of the little men were prosecuted,” Mr. 
Dayton said, and the Government went easy on 
the higher-ups. Why? To this day East Side 
politicians are getting about three-quarters of 
their campaign money from the rackets crowd. 
Is there some connection? 

Collector Dallman is the proper man to 
answer these questions, for he has such wide 
experience in both politics and finance, Political 
protection and hoodlums’ payoffs often go hand 
in hand, byt how far do they go in this case? 
Just to Springfield and St. Louis? Or to Wash- 
ington?

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The Worst Fuel Shortage 


St. Louisans who continue apathetic about the 
coming winter’s coal supply should be apprised 
that their apathy has no sotind basis in fact, and 
Mayor Kaufmann has so apprised them. In coal 
actually in householders’ bins, there is a defi- 
ciency of a third of a winter’s supply. It is by 
far the largest deficiency in five years. : 

The elementary fact is that a community the 
size of metropolitan St. Louis cannot be supplied 
with coal in a few weeks, For equipment and 
manpower to . be sufficient to handle it, the 
winter’s tonnage of fuel must start moving from 
the mines to the dealers to the householders in 
mid-summer, and continue steadily until cold 
weather sets in. 

Consumers who wait til] the last minute to 
order their coal will be wanting it just when 
several thousand others will be wanting theirs, 
Maybe they will get it and maybe they won't. 
Why not order now and be sure of getting it? 
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Chaos in Pittsburgh 

For the third time in seven months the great 
industrial city of Pittsburgh is thrown today into 
chaos by a strike of the Duquesne Light Co. The 
peace, tranquility and pursuit of happiness of 
1,500,000 people in the Pittsburgh metropolitan 
area are interrupted by the incapacity of the 
utility to provide current for lights, street rail- 
ways and industrial operations. 


The trouble comes about because an independ- 


ent union of the utility's employes, which struck 
successfully for an 1844 per cent increase in 
wages last spring, decides it can strike and get 
20 per cent more. | 

The stoppage is in violation of a no-strike pro- 
vision in the union’s contract, in violation of a 
signed arbitration agreement and in defiance of 
a court injunction obtained by the City of Pitts- 
burgh in an effort to protect itself. 

All these things, however, are subordinate to 
the central fact that here is a strike that never 
should have come about at all—a strike which 
the City of Pittsburgh and the State of Penn- 
sylvania should have protected themselves against 
by appropriate legislation. 

Public utility companies operate under fran- 
chises which strictly forbid them to suspend pub- 
lic service, A railroad, for example, cannot, with- 
out specific permission, abandon service even 
on a dummy line which nay long since have 
ceased to be profitable or even really service- 
able to the people who live along the route. 

By the same token, public utility employes 
should relinquish the right to strike, and spe- 
cial machinery should be prescribed to protect 
their bargaining position in return. New Jersey 
has pointed the way by bringing public utility

Is the Choice So Narrow? 


Publication of the Wallace letter. raises 
two main sets of questions. One is per- 
sonal and political, Mr. Wallace made a 
bad mistake in injecting partisanship into 
foreign poicy, For half the strength of the 
American diplomatic position is the two- 
party support it has enjoyed. 

But the White House must take the 
major blame for approving and then re- 
pudiating the speech. And apparently a 
“leak” in the State Department or White 
House caused the publication of the letter. 

But the personal and political aspects 
should not obscure the larger question: 
What is the best way to deal with Russia? 


Mr. Wallace says there are two basic 


approaches: (1) That it is impossible to get 
along with Russia and therefore war is in- 
evitable; (2) That war would be a catas- 
trophe and therefore a way must be found 
to keep the peace. 

To a great many people that seems to 
be the choice, and, caught on the horns of 
that dilemma, anyone may appear incon- 
sistent, But is the choice so narrow? Is 
war or peace the only criterion for action? 


We propose another—the simple one put 
into words so well by Lincoln: “With malice 
toward none; with charity for all; with 
firmness in the right as God gives ug to 
see the right.” 


Resistance to Oppression 


Assumption of the inevitability of war is 
surely no sound basis for determining what 
is right. Neither is fear of war. Nor is 
narrow, nationalistic self-righteousness. 


Indeed, there is grave need for prayerful 
self-examination. Especially is this true 
in the urgent matter of working out effec- 
tive international control of atomic weap- 
ons. 

The basic purpose of American foreign 
policy should be to uphold freedom and 
justice, That purpose will serve American 
ideals and interests. If it is the primary 
concern, opposition to Russia—or to any 
other power—will fall into its rightful place 
and not tend to become an end in itself. 


Such a policy would cal] for resistance to 
the suppression of freedom in areas under 
Russian control. It would also apply to 
such suppression in Spain and Argentina. 
It would also call for resistance to clerical, 
imperialistic and reactionary influences 
which try to control American policy for 
their.own purposes and are responsible for 
stirring up much suspicion and hate of 
Russia. But the policy should not be mere- 
ly negative; it should embody positive, ac- 
tive measures to extend the borders of free- 
dom and friendship. 

The Wallace episode should spur Ameri- 
cans to achieve not a weaker but a sound- 
er policy—remaining ready always to co- 
operate for peace,

The alternate is Russia. That 
explains the preoccupation with 
the loan to the Soviet Union which, 
judged on a Swedish scale, is a 
vast undertaking—$250,000,000 in 
trade to be covered in considerable 
part by credit over a five-year 
period. Myrdal and Finance Min- 
ister Ernst Wigforss have been 
the chief backers of the loan 
agreement soon to be concluded. 


There is also a preoccupation 
with everything else Russian, in- 
cluding the threat, whether imagi- 
nary or real, of the flying bombs 
in the Swedish sky which were 
reported as coming from the di- 
rection of Russian-occupied Ger- 
many. Over the state radio, lessons 
in English and in Russian are 
given weekly, with a little more 
time devoted to Russian, perhaps 
because it is a more difficult 
language. Swedish airlines have 
the only valid existing contract 
to fly an airline into Moscow, al- 
though there is no indication 
that such a line can be operated 
in the near future. 

In recent weeks, delegations 
have been flying back and forth 


by courier plane, completing the 
final details of the loan agreement 
which is certain to play an im- 
portant part in the life of this 
small but highly industrialized 
country, Just now, a Russian 
trade-union delegation is visiting 
Sweden as guests of Swedish 
unions,

Series of Outrages 


Report on Athens 
And Travel by Air. 


By Keith Wheeler 


: GANDER, Newfoundland, 
(En Route to Athens). 


F this air trip is a fair example of modern 
commercial overseas transportation, then the 
airlines have much to learn and many sins to 
repent before the airplane supplants the out- 
rigger canoe. One 
doesn’t like to com- 
plain too bitterly 
about an organiza- 
tion in which he 
has good friends— 
or had good friends 
up to the moment 
of publication—but 
the sad truth is 
the airline seems to 
be running this 
outfit with its left 
hand while walking 
in its sleep. For 
$619.85 a passenger 
ought to get more 
than politeness, 
¢onfusion, vulcanized eggs and paralyzed hips. 
The latest outrage in five solid days of out- 
Tages occurred on desolate Gander airbase, 
where the ground crew lined up in a ridiculous 
reception committee like movie ushers, and a 
politely regretful official announced a further 
three-hour delay because, as he said, the new 
crew had not yet enjoyed its full legal 12-hour 
rest between jumps. While this statement was 
doubtless true, it was an extremely impolitic 
thing to say to 34 grumpy, rumpled passengers 
who had had no rest at all in 16 dreary hours.

IN THOSE 16 HOURS, in this era of speed, 
the trip had succeeded only in accomplishing 
geven hours of aviation from Washington and 
was still in North American territory. 

This dilatory progress piled on four solid days 
of successive delay from scheduled departure, 
caused many passengers to recall glumly-that 
they could have gone by ship, gone in comfort 
and docked in Europe a full day earlier. 

The four-day delay in Washington was a droll 
eomedy of errors which cost most passengers a 
minimum of a hundred bucks extra in hotels, 
meals and sedative potions, 

One passenger was assured solemnly it was 
only a “minor mechanical difficulty.” Actually, 
ground crews installed three new engines after 
which another passenger was informed on good 
authority that ‘there would be a further post- 
ponement because the pilot considered the air- 
plane a heap of junk. Once the passengers were 
actually summoned to the airport in great haste, 
where they learned it would be two days more 
before an airplane would even arrive from the 
repair base. The final delay, we understood, was 
the result of keeping the crew alerted so long 
that they were worn out with strain and re- 
quired another 12 hours’ rest.

THIS, ONE CANNOT resist pointing out, is a 
bum way to fill paying passengers with sweet 
confidence. 

One mildly embittered passenger plaintively 
informed the company that you’d think a big 
airline like this would have more than just one 
airplane, 

Generally the grief of passengers seems cen- 
centered in the line’s coy shyness in putting off 
the flight in 24-hour driblets, when somebody 
somewhere must have known they were rebuild- 
ing the airplane from the keel up. 

A final suggestion would be to have somebody 
arrange with the foreign city of Boston either 
for United States citizens to enter without pass- 
ports or to install a heating system in the cattle 
corral where they segregate passing transients 
under guard,

; ATHENS. 

A NEWCOMER TO ATHENS at first dis- 
cerns few signs of the long war which ravaged 
Greece or the new dangers which now threaten 
within and without. 

Athens was never bombed, the German Stukas 
having devoted most of their attention to, the 
port of Pireaus, and such buildings as were 
blown up in the civil war of 1944 present only 
small scars in the clean, bustling center of the 
city. 

The streets are crowded all day long and far 
into the night with busy, noisy throngs of people 
who for the most part seem reasonably well- 
dressed and well-fed. At any rate, there is no 
apparent starvation within the city, however 
badly the rest of the country may be faring. 

The narrow streets, between solidly packed 
ranks of three- and four-story buildings, resound 
with the cries of hawkers, the incessant, impa- 
tient blatting of automobile horns and the 
asthmatic grinding of toonerville-type trolleys.

SHOP WINDOWS PRESENT a rich appear- 
ance, arrayed with smart clothing, shoes, liquors, 
radio sets, typewriters, jewelry—including much 
luxury merchandise of American mahufacture, 
such as new-fangled ball point fountain pens. 

You begin to get the pitch, however, upon 
viewing the prices markedgon the merchandise. 
Even considering the astronomical official ex- 
change rate of 5000 drachma for one American 
dollar, prices come out at something fierce. 
Translated into United States currency, a shirt 
will cost you $10 up, a suit of clothes in the 
neighborhood of $150, a hotel room without 
bath, towel, soap or attention, $5 and up. 

American and British cigarettes, oddly enough, 
are cheaper than anywhere else in Europe and 
sell for about 40 cents per pack.

ALTHOUGH THESE PRICES agree fairly 
well with the cost of similar merchandise in the 
United States, the cost is here magnified by 
markedly smaller average incomes. Neverthe- 
less, there appears to be no shortage of cus- 
tomers able and willing to pay. 

The myriad sidewalk cafes are crowded all 
day and much of the night with well-dressed 
customers, diligently sipping thick Turkish 
coffee or an absinthe-like drink locally called 
oyzu. Considering that either drink retails for

HILDREN and also adults love 
(C surprises in food, and especial- 

ly when the surprise is in the 
dessert. When you make jam: 
cream pie, you are tucking in a 
surprise. The jam needs. to be 
thick enough tg spread into a 


’ yniform layer over the bottom of 


the “crust and not run out. from 
under the cream filling once the 
pie is cut. Black raspberry jam, 
peach or plum: butter or: orange 
marmalade are all excellent: 
sharp contrast in the flavor and 
color between jam and cream fill- 
ing makes the eating of this pie 
interesting from the first to the 
last bite. Another variation of 
this dessert is to make plain flat 
circles of the pastry and lay two 
or three slices together with the 
cream filling and place the layer 
of jam on top under the layer of 
whipped cream. Of course, this 
last arrangement is much more 
difficult to cut and hold shape in 
wedges than in regular pie shell 
which has the support of the rim 
of the shell. In cutting the plain 
cream slices, one should always 
use a sawtoothed knife and have 
patience while separating the des- 
sert into attractive wedges. 


Jam Cream Pie. 


Two cups milk, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons cornstarch, three 
eggs, , Separated ; one-third cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon rum or 
vanilla, one-half cup black rasp- 
berry jam, peach or plum butter, 
or orange marmalade; chilled gra- 
ham cracker crust. 

Scald one and one-half cups of 
milk in top of double boiler. Blend 
the one-half cup sugar, salt. and 
cornstarch with the remaining 
cold milk to form a smooth paste, 
and add’ gradually with constant 
stirring to the scalded milk. Cook 
over boiling water until thick- 
ened and smooth, stirring fre- 
quently, about 10 minutes. Seat 
egg yolks slightly and add part 
of the hot mixture, stir well, then 
return to double boiler. Cook 
two minutes longer with constant 
stirring. Cool slightly. Beat egg 
whites until foamy, gradually add 
thé one-third cup sugar, one ta- 
blespoon at a time and continue 
to beat until whites form soft 
peaks, 
meringue into the cooled cream 
filling and add-the flavoring. 
Spread a uniform layer of jam 
over bottom crust.. Turn cream 
filling into the chilled crust. Top 
with remaining meringue, piling 
it lightly and quickly on the fill- 
ing and being sure to touch edges 
of crust all. around. 
plate on nest of two baking 
sheets before placing in oven. 
This will prevent. scorching of 
crust or jam. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees Fahren- 
heit) for 12 to 15 minutes or until 
delicately browned. Cool before 
serving Five to six servings.

Dogs grow fond of their fami- 
lies, and so, if you have to sepa- 
rate from them, then find them a 
new family where they will be 
well cared for. People should not 
have dogs if they cannot feed 
them properly. A dog’s food costs 
comparatively little, but he should 
get it regularly and properly pre- 
pared. Puppies particularly need 
the right kind of food or they will 
get rickets, just like children. 

A dog in a family has great 
educational value. Children ‘can 
learn that you have to have con- 
sideration for a dog, just as you 
would for a person. That is .a 
good lesson to learn early in life, 
because you get on better with 
others if you have consideration 
for them. 

I differ with peaple who would 
not use dogs for scientific experi- 
ments because [I think scientists 
are careful not to inflict pain, 
Through the use of animals, much 
hasebeen learned which has been 
beneficial to manki:d. While I 
would never want a.dog used ex- 
cept by a real scientist, I would 
never prevent the development of 
knowledge in this way.

CASE RECORDS 


By Dr. George W. Crane 


ASE L-216: Harold P., aged 7, is in the second grade of 
("cramer school. “Harold always gets along very well in 

his studies,” his mother proudly informed me. “But my 
husband and I have been so interested in music, and have 
wanted him to play some musical instrument, probably the 
piano. We have wondered at’ what age a child should be 
started upon his music or art training.. Do you think Harold 
is too young? He seems to be interested in bands, and likes 
to sit near the orchestra in the theatre. We have an excellent 
piano in our home, which he sometime pounds on, but he 
hasn't shown any marked interest in it. I don’t want to get 
him practicing too soon, for I’ve seen cases where children 
developed a distaste for the piano owing to excessive forcing. 
Dr. Crane, what is the desirable age for starting a child upon 
music or art? And how would you advise that the initial 
contacts be made?” . 
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THERE IS NO SET date at which a child should begin 
learning to play a musical instrument or to paint and color 
with his crayons. In the latter regard, if there are older chil- 
dren in the home, we see youngsters of two or three years 
who want to use the pencil: or , crayons. A very important 
thing to keep in mind is the fact that what a child enjoys in 
music or in art, is not the same as what the teacher or par- 
ents may like! 
they enable him to show off, to do what his older brothers 
and sisters are doing. Too many parents and teachers, at least 
in past generations, have felt that a child should like art for 
art’s sake. Or that the thought of himself twenty years hence 
in grand opera, or with his paintings in the famous galleries 
of the world, should be enough to keep him interested in the 
otherwise monotonous practicing at the keyboard or with 
crayon and brush. 
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A GOOD RULE TO follow in teaching youngsters, is that 
they live for today, the NOW instead of the tomorrow and 
next year. If music or art can be tied up to the child’s imme- 
diate desire for ego inflation, then he will enjoy these excel- 
lent subjects. But we must not expect young children to slave 
an hour or even ten minutes a day when the rewards for such 
endeavor are remote. Children absolutely will not do it, at 
least gracefully. They must obtain some present pleasure out 
of the piano practice. But how? Many supposedly intelligent 
adults still argue that children like art for art's sake, and that 
music is intrinsically of interest to the child. But such a view 
is incorrect. No child, or adult either, likes to wiggle his fin- 
gers for hours each week over a keyboard.’ The adult may 
buoy up his interest by looking into the future and vividly 
dreaming of the rewards which will come to him then. The 
child cannot do so in any similar degree. 
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IN MODERN SALES WORK we realize that we must 
take the viewpoint of the customer if we wish to sell. This 
is good psychology in regard to musical education. Frequent 
recitals or children’s “art exhibits” are desirable, for in this 
manner children get a thrill out of this work. Praise of a 
verbal sort, or rewards of sodas, ice cream cones, candy or 
movie tickets can be woven into the dull violin or piano prac- 
tice in order to “pep up” youthful enthusiasm for the process. 
In later years the playing itself will be interesting without 
candied rewards, but not so at the outset! And keep prac- 
tice periods brief for children under ten. And quickly let the 
child play songs which his pals or his family can sing!

Doctor on 
Diagnosis 
OF Ulcers

STEADY, dull, burning pain 
in the upper part of the ab- 
domen; this is one of the sur- 
est signs of ulcer of the stomach 
or first part of the bowel. Attacks 
ordinarily come on in the early 


morning or at midafternoon, Less; 


frequently, they begin at bedtime 


or between one and three o'clock i 


in the morning. 

In the great majority of cases 
that’s the way an ulcer which-is 
eating its way through the stom- 
ach wall-behaves. And yet, on oc- 
casion, it can do just as much 
damage in a secret and silent way 
without causing any pain at all, 
Or, it may cause pain but in an un- 
expected location, the back, for 
instance, instead of the abdomen.

BECAUSE ULCERS so often be- 


have in this freakish and whimsi- 
cal fashion, Dr. James W. Hall Jr., 
of the Medical Corps of the Army 
of the United States, believes they 
frequently lead to mistakes in 
diagnosis. 

In most cases, where an. ulcer 
is present, the taking of food will 


give some relief from the pain. In © 


other cases it may give only pdr- 
tial relief, or may even make the 
pain worse. In some instances, in- 
stead of attacks of pain the patient 
may only have vomiting attacks, 
due to the fact that there is some 
obstruction or blocking of the pas- 
sage of food from the stomach to 
the small intestine. 


It is believed that ulcer occurs ~ 


only in persons with a certain type 
of physique, that is, persons who 


‘are thin, anxious and tense. Dr. 


Hall thinks that muscular, over- 
weight, and placid persons may 
also have ulcer. 4

THERE ARE a number of con- 
ditions which may produce symp 
toms like those of ulcer, such as 
gartritis, disorders of the esopha- 
gus which leads from the mouth 
to the stomach, heart and blood 
vessel diseases, or even spasms of 
the muscle between the stomach 
and bowel or large intestine. 

In some instances there may be 
evidence in the’ X-ray plate that 
an ulcer is present, but this may 
be a healed ulcer and such symp- 
toms as the patient is having may 
be due to improper functioning 
or action of the stomach and in- 
testine. ; ‘ 

Thus, in order to make a def- 
inite diagnosis of ulcer, it is sug- 
gested that an hour to hour anal- 
ysis of the patient’s symptoms ‘be 
made over a 24hour period. The 
stools should be examined for the 
presence of blood, 

One test that can be made is to 
give a weak solution of hydro- 
chloric acid, and if an ulcer is 
present the pain will become 
worse. On the other hand, the 
giving of alkalis will relieve the 


symptoms.

HE average fan conception of 

a motion picture talent scout 

is that of a know-all-see-all 
mortal. whose pleasant mission in 
life ig to interview beautiful wom- 
en and hand them fame and for- 
tune on a silver platter. 

In a large sense this it true, but 
as in everything else about life, 
there are complications, The tal- 
ent scout’s patch is not always 
strewn with roses. He is not ap- 
plauded hourly for his supposed 
uncanny ability to pluck potential- 
ly great box office kings and 
queens from driftwood in the hin- 
terlands, 


Yes, the talent scout makes his 
mistakes. Occasionally they de- 
velop into humiliating errors of 
judgment, causing him to toss on 
his bed many a night, wondering 
why he didn’t plunge into some 
other racket, where a quick “no” 
wouldn't cost his bosses a million 
or more. 


On the other hand there are 
times when the scout is unjustly 
raked over the coals for alleged 
errors of judgment in rating one 
budding personality or another. 

Consider, for example, the Case 
of Irving Kahn, chief talent scout 
at 20th Century-Fox. Mr. Kahn, 
out of self defense, is carrying 
around in his pocket these days a 
little card containing a record of 
his interviews with a young wom- 
an named Marilyn Buferd. 

Miss Buferd was recently 
crowned “Miss America” at the 
annual Atlantic City pageant and 
newspaper reporters interviewing 
her had a lot of fun pointing out 
that while she had lived for the 
past eight years in the very sha- 
dow of the big movie studios, had 
played “bits” in several films and 
had been interviewed by various 
directors, she had always been 
passed up in her home town of 
Hollywood. 
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R. KAHN of 20th-Fox and Di- 
rector Mervyn LeRoy of War- 
ner Bros. were especially put 
on the spot by the quotes Miss 
Buferd gave out and this caused 
Mr. Kahn to go back in his in- 
dexed records and drag out the 
sketchy details of his business 
contacts with “Miss America.” 
Kahn's record shows that after 
several interviews, a reading and 
so on, he recommended that she 
be given a screen test. However, 
executives upstairs did not act on 
his advice. Kahn says he carries 
the report around now because 
some of his bosses have been rib- 
bing him about passing up the 
now famous beauty queen.

ODAY the industry has no use 

for the beauty contest. in fact, 

it shudders at the very thought 
of one, There's a tacit under- 
standing among members of the 
Motion Picture Association that 
no more such events shall be 
staged around the country. While 
they stimulated box office re- 
ceipts on a selected picture, the 
movies made many unforgiving 
enemies at the same time. For 
every girl who won a contest and 
was made temporarily happy 
there were thousands of others 
who thought they should have 
won. All of the vanquished and 
their relatives felt miserable and 
many wrote nasty protests. Even 
the winners returned after their 
exciting adventures to cuss all 
hands out for their failure to re-

So, when you say “Miss Amer- 
ica” to a movie talent scout or 
“Miss Oshkosh” or Miss any place 
else, you can’t get him excited, 
He’ll just say, look at the records 
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The bidding: 
Pr West worth East 

East-West collect three heart 
tricks before declarer can get in. 
After that South takes the lead 
with a diamond and draws 
trumps. His problem now is sim- 
ple: must he or must he not Con- 
cede a club trick? Disregarding 
all the other suits, let us examine 
the club situation. Aside from un- 
important small clubs, declarer 
lacks the king and ten. Unless 
these key cards are placed mi- 
raculously, one club trick must be 
lost unless the opponents, with 
rare altruism, co-operate. As the 
East-West cards are placed, if de- 
clarer leads the club queen from 
dummy and East obliges with a 
cover, the ace wins, and West's 
ten is subject to a simple finesse. 


If East is not so naive, declarer 


is helpless. The queen holds, of 
course, but what can declarer do 
now? If he leads the jack, East 
covers, and West’s ten becomes @ 
third-round trick; if declarer leads 
the nine, he must go up with the 
ace anyway, or lose to the ten. 


Thus, transferring the problem 
to the defender’s side of the table, 
it should easily be seen that when 
dummy holds any such combina- 
tion as the one shown, East, the 
player sitting directly over dum- 
my, should not cover the first 
honor led but should most de- 
cidedly cover the second one, 
Only if East himself held the ten 
as well as the king would there 
be any point to the first-round 
cover, and even in that case it 
would not be necessary unless the 
K-10 were blank,
